The study reported that students in the high- dose 
intervention group had significantly higher early literacy 
skills (reading, spelling, and comprehension) than those in 

the comparison group on both the one- and two-year post- intervention assessments. Relative 
to the comparison group, students in the low- dose intervention group demonstrated significant 
improvements on only the spelling outcome of the two-year post- intervention assessment. 



How does the WWC rate this study? 

The study is a randomized controlled trial that did not provide sufficient information to 
determine attrition or baseline equivalence of the analytic samples. A more thorough review 
(forthcoming) will determine whether this study may meet WWC evidence standards with or 
without reservations. 
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
